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STALLERS OF CAR 
HELD IN WRECK 


Three Men Arrested for 
| Manslaughter in Fatal 
| Rail Accident. 


| ELIZABETH, N. J., 
'({UN)—Three men whose stalled mo- 


| sylvania railroad train, in which three 
persons were killed and 57 were in- 
jured severely enough to require hos- 
pital treatment, were arrested today 
on a charge of manslaughter. 

John Craig, of Brooklyn, N. Y., a 
passenger on the Philadelphia-to-New 
York express, died early today from a 
fractured skull and severe internal in- 
juries. It was believed all of the other 
victims would recover. 

The arrested men were Arthur All- 
croft, 33, a building contractor; his 
brother, James, 31, and William Mce- 
Nair, 34, all of Elizabeth. Arthur All- 
croft, according to detectives who in- 
vestigated the collision, was the driver 
of the car.

Kdward Gaffney, engineer of the

I knew that I had hit something and 


applied the brakes,” Gaffney said. 
“The locomotive began to leave the 
rails and rolled over on its side, Then 
1 climbed out—without a scratch.” 

LeRoy Terhune, the fireman, was 
less fortunate, but even his injuries 
were slight, although the engine bump- 
ed along the ties for 200 feet before 
lunging over as it struck a signal post 
spanning four tracks. 

Of the seven cars behind the en- 
sine the first came to rest on ties of 
a trestle over Penrl street. The 
coupling of the second coach broke 
and that car, together with the one 
at its rear, toppled over a concrete 
eeraverias wall and down a _ 30-foot 
embankment into Burnet street. The 
Pfourth car remained upright, partly 
over the embankment. Three Pull- 
mans at the end of the train did not 
leave the tracks, 

Traffie on the line was tied up for 
three hours until west-bound tracks 
could be pened for two-way service.

This reservation 
provides that in ratifying the treaty, 
the senate gives no approval what- 
ever to any secret agreements or un- 
derstandings which may exist. 

President Hoover and the senatorial 
delegates to London, Robinson, demo- 
crat, Arkansas, and Reed, republican, 
Pennsylvania, have. assured the sen- 
ate there are no secret agreements or 
understandings, but they have agreed

| For the second straight day the 
i greater part of the United States was 
held in the grip of a record-breaking 
heat wave Sunday, Further reports 
of suffering, death and drouth came 
from the affected areas. 

Apparently only the Pacifie coast 
and Rocky mountain regions escaped 
the torrid sun which sent the mercury 
soaring to all-time heights in many 
parts of the middle west and south. 

Columbus, Ohio, with an unofficial 
temperature of 112, led the list of 
heat-infested cities. Keedysville, Md., 
Charlottesville, Va., and Toledo, Ohio, 
all with 107 degrees, were next. 
Wheeling, W. Va., and Martin’s Ferry 
and Lancaster, Ohio, each reported 
temperatures of 106, breaking a 37- 
year record in the latter town. The 
mercury touched 106.5 in Frederick, 
Maryland. 

The heat continued unabated in 
parched Kansas, where churchgoers 
prayed for rain. Topeka had a maxi- 


mum of 102 and Wichita, 101. The 
mercury climbed to in Des 
Moines, Iowa, and to 100 in Milwau- 
kee. It was 98 in Kansas City. 
Throughout Dlinois and Indiana 
the thermometer registered close to or

104 reported in the suburbs. It was 
101.04 in Cincinnati, 99 in Indian-

CAIRO. Egypt, July 20.—(UN)— | 
Augmented forces of troops and police 
were on duty here: tonight, in antici- 
pation of trouble when the Egyptian 
parliament “illegally” convenes tomor- 
row. 

The wafdists, or nationalists, an- 
nounced they intended to launch 
nation-wide Gandhi-like campaign of 
nonco-operation unless the cabinet of 
Premier Sidky Pasha faced parlia- 
ment. The premier has a small minor- 
ity followingsin parliament, and if he 
faced that body a nonconfidence vote 
was believed inevitable. 

The capital was tense late tonight 
as the crisis drew near. 

Bakers issued bread for two days., 

The parliament was scheduled to 
convene, King Fuad having declared 
a recess of one month on June 21, just 
after his appointment of Premier Sid- 
ky Pashes-tet there were some who 
feared the deputies would not be 
called. 

The nationalists, headed by former 
Premier Nahas Pasha,*have an over- 
whelming majority in parliament, and 
that was one reason why the king 
ordered the recess when he asked Sid- 
ky Pasha to organize a government 
last month. 

The month is up and the next move 


was anticipated tonight as troops stood 
by to preserve order. The nationalists 
already have started an anti-govern- 
ment campaign and several riots have 
occurred at Alexandria, Mansurah and 
elsewhere against British influence in 
Egypt and the present regime, which 
the nationalists declare under British 
domination. 

Considerable antipathy against King 
Fuad also has been aroused in the 
campaign, 

Troops were stationed at strategic 
points in Cairo, including the gas and 
the waterworks, at parliament house, 
the railroad stations, offices of anti- 
wafd newspapers and other places 
where they probably will be needed 
most.

Al G. Barnes Show Train 
Goes Over Embankment 
in Canada on Way -to 
Nova Scotia Town. 


MONCTON, N. B., July 20.—(UN) 
Nine flat cars 5° the Al G. Barnes 
circus train were derailed and teie- 
scoped on the Canadian National rail- 
ways 18 miles north of here today, 
killing five persons and injuring 18 
others. 

Four of the dead were circus rousta- 


bouts and the other was a hobo who 
had “hooked” a ride from Newcastle, 
N. B., to the destination of the train, 
which was Charlottetown, Prince Ed- 
ward Island. AlJthough some of the 
performers were Shaken up, none was 
seriously injured 

The cireus train was composed of 
28 cars. The fore part of the train, 
in which were the cars bearing the 
performers and the anima! cages, was 
not affected by the derailment. Thus 
none of the animals escaped. 

The nine telescoped cars were to- 
ward the rear. Railroad authorities 
believed a defect developed in a wheel, 
jolting one car off the track and 
breaking the couplings. Those cars 
nearest to it likewise rumbled onto the 
ties. 

Among the cars damaged were those 
containing the electric power plant, 
the cooking apparatus for the circus 
employes and those carrying tents and 
wagons, 

So much of the paraphernalia was 
wrecked that circus officials were 
forced to call off the scheduled per- 
formance at Charlottetown tomorrow 
night. It was believed that thé circus 
would show here Tuesday night.

Persian Prince Lays 
Claim to Kingdom 


PARIS, July 20.—(#)—Prince Mo- 
hammed Hassan Mirza, brother of the 
late deposed Sah Ahmed, of Persia, 
‘today published a declaration assert- 
ie his aw to occupy the throne of 

Persia and wear the hereditary “crown 
of Darius.” 

Laying claim to all his dead broth- 
er’s “right of sovereign and of head 
of- the imperial house of Kajar, in 
conformity with the fundamental law 
of the Persian constitution,” Prince 
Mohammed renewed in his own name 
the deposed shah’s declaration of rights 
in November, 1925, after his depo- 
sition. 

The pripce was several times regent 
of Persia and exercised power until 
overthrown by the present shah, Riza 
Khan Pahlevi. Then he came to Par-

:: INCREASED POPULATION. MAY FAIL TO GAIN HOUSE SEATS 


any Apparent Paradoxies

WASHINGTON, July 20.—()— 
The queer quirks performed by “the 
method of major fractions” as it op- 
erates on state populations in the re- 
apportionment of members of the 
house of representatives are going to 
bring about many seeming incon- 
sistencies. 


California,’ with an increase of 
3,264,733 -in population since the last 
reapportionment of the house was 
made, likely will receive an addition 
of nine members to her delegation. 
while IHinois, with a gain of 1,091,002 
people in the same time, will receive 
no additional members. 

Likewise, Michigan, with an _ in- 
crease of 2,008,198, may gain four ed- 
ditional members, while Pennsylvania, 
with an increase of 2,387,899, is down 
to lose one member. 

New York, on an increase of 3,495 - 

941 people, will probably be given 
two additional members, and New 
Jersey, with a probable gain of 1,401.- 
S33, is slated to gain two new mem- 
bers also, while Texas, with an in- 
crease of 1,914,141, probably will be 
given three additional congressmen. 
With the populations of 37 states al- 
ready announced, experts have begun 
figuring on the make-up of the house 
under the new apportionment law. 
Some of their calculations made a 
year ago already have been overturn- 
ed, the latest developments being an 
indication Georgia will lose two con- 
gressmen instead of none, as had pre- 
viously been figured. New York like- 
ly will gain two instead of losing one. 
Texas might gain three instead of 
two, and California nine instead of 
six. Alinnesota probably will lose one 
instead of maintaining her delegation 
of ten as at present, and Ohio may 
gain only one instead of three as had 
been forecast. 
_ The actual changes in a number of 
instances cafhot be determined until 
the remaining 11 states have reported 
their populations and “the method of 
major fractions” put to work, 

A tabulation of the actual and esti- 
mated increases indicated that in the 
recasting of the house the seats must 


be shifted about among the states to | 


provide equal representation to 31,- 
420.948 persons. 

These seats will automatically _be 
changed by the census bureau if con- 
gress fails to act in the coming ses- 
sion,

SPITE HYMNS REPLACE 
INDIAN REBELS’ PRAYER

BOMBAY, India, July 20.—()— 
Hymns of spite, designed to encourage 
the expansion of Swaraj, or the inde- 
pendence struggle, are replacing the 
prayer services which the Hindus ob- 
serve the first thing every morning. 


The movement, started in the dense- 
ly populated center of Bombay, is 
now being carried into the rural dis- 
tricts as well as into the towns and 
villages by the nationalists in continu- 
ance of their campaign to stimulate 


} the Gandhi movement for passive re- 


sistance, These efforts go on regard- 
less of the peace steps taken by Sir 
Tej Bahadur Sapru and M. Jayakar, 
Indian leaders, who plan to confer 
with Mahatma Gandhi and other im- 
prisoned leaders in the near -uture 
with a view to persuading them to 
help in restoring. normal conditions. 


The hymn singers start out in 
groups’about 5 a. m., daily, and go 
from one block to another singing in 
front of houses. ‘TTenements and flats, 
in which a large proportion of the 
Bombay Indians live, are particular- 
ly sought. The songs are sung in a 
sort of chant by those of the congress 
party who are able to read the*words 
in the little booklets which congress 
has been printing in great numbers. 
These books are freely ° distributed 
throughout the country. 

Standing in the streets, the singers 
urge housewives, their husbands, and 
all the members of families to join in 
these early-morning rounds. The 
groups gain in numbers as the sing- 
ing continues. They awaken sleepers 
as they chant verse after verse about 
Gandhi and all he has done and is 
attempting in his campaign to “free 
India.”

THE TARIFF BOOMERANG. 

Other nations do not need to 
order forth their armies and navies 
in order to pay us back for cutting 
off their exports to us by prohibi- 
tive tariff rates. They have easier 
and cheaper ways to make us feel 
their resentments and the loss of 
their trade. 

Italy, for instance, has acutely 
raised the import duties upon 
wheat, making it more difficult for 
our wheat growers, with a burden- 
some surplus on hand, to market 
fhe usual volume of their product 
in Italy. The depressing effect of 
the Italian tariff is bound to be felt 
in this country. 

Sweden has passed a law requir- 
ing the mixing of domestic and im- 
ported grain and flour, thus lower- 
ing the amount of American wheat 
usually taken by that country. 

Now comes the Argentine raising 
the export duties upon some of the 
products that we import largely 
from that country. The export 
duty, of course, must be added to 
the price we must pay for many 
essential raw .materials from the 
Argentine that are used in our 
manufactures. 

Not yet are we getting a vision 
of the reactions in other parts of 
the world to the Grundy-Hoover 
tariff, but in time we will. The 
complaisancy with which the repub- 
lican leaders believe that the nations 
east and west will accept our act 
excluding their trade to us and yet 
continue to buy ad libitum from us, 
will soon be ripped to ribbons.

Where the Gas Money Goes. 

The motorists pay $28.49 per year 
per car in taxes on the gasoline they 
purchase and that supplies a total of 
$10,225,303.45. Of that $1,704,217, 
or one-sixth is allocated to counties, 
supposedly to be spent on their local 
roads, and another one-sixth goes to 
a so-called school equalization use. 

But in 1928 the comptroller-general 
reported payment of “fuel oil tax, 
counties,” as $2,035.222.44. It can 
be fairly assumed that the .gasoline 
taxes going to the counties will now 
average $2,000,000 per year, increas- 
ing yearly with the increase of motor 
cars, . 

It is also fair to assume that the 
counties are not spending $2,000,000 
a year in the work on their county 
roads other than the statewide high- 
ways system, and the question is com- 
petent for every car owner to ask 
where that money does go, and who is 
responsible for its not being wholly 
expended upon the roads. 

Every official who participates in 
or permits the use of a dollar of that 
money for other than road purposes 
is guilty of official misconduct. 


Ad Valorem Vs. Car Taxes.

His 
gasoline tax alone amounts to as much 
as the ad valorem tax on 570 acres of 
Georgia improved land. | 


Another Big Gouge Proposed. 

And now it comes up to us that cer- 
tain candidates for the legislature are 
proposing to further hike the gasoline 
tax to eight cents per gallon, which 
would add over $4,000,000 more to 
the tax now being paid by the motor- 
ists. 

The argument is that the motorists 
can stand the raise or the gasoline 
companies will absorb it 80 as not to 
raise the filling station price and re- 
duce the volume of gas demand. The 
excuse is that that extra gas tax 1s 
an easy way to get the money to pay 
the back debts of the state amounting 
to near $8,000,000. But why 350,000 
car owners should be forced to pay for 
the fool errors of the past two legis- 
latures is not satisfactorily explained. 

Add to the present taxes the extra 
cost of distributing tags through fee- 
srabbing county ordinaries—and then 
you will have the greatest example of 
government confiscation this side of 
soviet Russia!

TRICOPHYTOSIS ITCHES BY 
ANY OTHER NAME. 
Infection of the skin, especially of 
the feet and particularly the skin be 
tween the toes, by a kind of ring- 
worm fungus called Tricophyton, has 
become quite familiar to people who 
patronize bath establishments, swim- 
ming pools, gymnasiums or other 
places where one walks about bare- 
foot or possibly uses slippers or san- 
dals which other persons have used, 
and the popular term for this tri- 
cophytosis, tinea or ringworm of the 
feet is “toe itch.” One no.trum ven- 
dor, taking his cue from another who 
popularized a medical term for foul 
breath, has attempted to introduce a 
flattering name for this toe itch, so 
that polite people may discuss it at 
the night club or in con: rence or 
wherever exclusive people do their 
chatting. But it is:toe itch, by what- 
ever name you Call it. 
There is at least one other condi- 
tion, perhaps two, that claim the 
name of toe itch by priority. First, 
hookworm _ invasion is generally 
through the skin of the feet, in areas 
of the southern states where the soil 
happens to be polluted with hookworm 
larvae (by the primitive habits of the 
people living there). Persons who go 
barefoot in such places are likely to 
develop “dew itch,” “ground itch” or 
“toe itch,” the effect of the hook- 
worm larvae penetrating the skin, 
especially the soft skin between the 
toes and over the instep. Whitfield’s 
ointment is just as good for this type 
of toe itch as it is for tricophytosis. 
Il am not so sure about the third 
type of toe itch, for I begin to sus- 
pect it may be ringworm after all, but

Dairy Employes Examined. 
Dairy employes are given strict 
physical and laboratory examinations 
to ascertain if they are diseased or 
are carriers of communicable diseases. 
Recently Dr. Lester found two chronic 
typhoid carriers among dairy work- 
ers. One of these was the wife of 
the owner of the dairy. Needless to 
say, it was shut down and put out of 


| business ‘immediately.

Dr, Lester is strong for rural and 
urban sanitation and constantly has 
his eagle eve peeled for insanitary 
conditions. He is sure death to the 
old style of surface privies and has 
been instrumental in installing prac- 
tically in the entire county septic 
tanks and sanitary privies where 
sewerage is not available. 

Every year he holds physical ex- 
aminations for school children, un- 
covering each year fewer defects, but 
reporting all those to the parents of 
the ehildren. so the defects may be 
corrected. Clinics are also held for 
the correction of these defects. Junior 
health organizations have been formed 
in the schools and these make. weekly 
reports to Dr. Lester's office. Water 
supplies for the schools and other 
uses are carefully checked and cor- 
rected when necessary. School chil- 
dren are kept well immunized against 
typhoid fever, diphtheria and small-

Midwives Instructed. 

The midwives of the county are in- 
structed regularly and «their work 
constantly supervised by Miss Vir- 
ginia P, Gibbes, county health nurse. 
As a result there has been a steady 
annual reduction of infant and mater- 
nal mortality. 

Employes of the many industrial 
plants in the county are examined ac- 
cording to the provisions of the child

“With this idea in mind we next 
considered what would be the most 
desirable location from the healthful 
standpoint, and after visiting many 
localities decided that the one where 
we are located on Briarcliff road pos- 
sessed the advantages we desired. 

“Well. drained lands, good clear 
water, pasture Jands free from bitter 
weed and wild onions, high altitude 
and yet within easy access of At- 
lanta was what we wanted,” continu- 
ed Mr. Brownlee, “and then, with 
this help from nature, we started right 
and have never let up since in pro- 
ducing clean and wholesome milk.

On most of these trac- 
tors he placed allstee] winches and 
booms for handling the pipe and plac- 
ing it in the ditch. The ditches which 
are 24 inches in width and from three 
to five feet in depth are dug by Bar- 
ber-Greene standard ditching ma- 
chines at the rate of- 400 feet per 
hour. ‘Two of these machines work- 
ing day and night dig approximately 
three miles of ditch per day. 

The pipe is then welded, bent, and 
placed in the ditch, covered up and 
handled throughout with “Caterpillar” 
and accessary equipment. There is 
not a mule or team on the work. 

It would be interesting to anyone 
to see this work under way and at 
the speed ‘at which it is handled. Mr. 
Bibb dug his first foot of ditch June

MORE ABOUT LEFT-HANDED CATCHERS. 
There are no left-handed catchers in baseball, for a very 
'good reason. McCord Shaver, attached to the Cracker business 
office, has explained why. 

The other day this column wondered why no south- 
paws ever took up catching as a profession and reached 
pert and inexpert conclusions. My discussion of the case 
displayed lack of information and dignity. 

But Mr. McShaver has played baseball.. He is a left-hander 
by denomination and he says. he often.has tried to play behind 
the bat. 


ALL IN THE PEG. 

“A left-hand thrower cannot be a good catcher,”’ Mr. Shaver 
declares, ‘‘becauSe he cannot throw overhanded. An over- 
hand throw is necessary to catch a man stealing second. 

. “All left-handers throw sidearm or underhanded. 

Few ever develop a good overhand peg. 

“And a left-hander always puts a natural curve on a ball 
that’ makes it hard for an infielder to handle. A left-hander 
throwing from behind the bat*to second base would have to 
aim at the shortstop to make the ball come anywhere near the 
bag. It is bad enough to have to handle the natural hook these 
left-handed first basemen have, but ovef the longer route from 
home to second a southpaw peg would be next to impossible 
to catch—or to control.” 


SCIENTIFICALLY EXPLAINED. 

Shaver explains this difference in throwing right or left- 
handed. He says that mankind has been naturally right- 
handed for so many hundreds of generations that the muscles 
lie differently in the upper arm and shoulder. 

The muscles of the right wing have become devel- 
oped differently—and it so happens that it is suitable to 

the straight overhand throw of a baseball. 

The left shoulder and arm have been developed at dif- 
ferent tasks and are unsuited to straight throwing.

WHEN YOU WERE A TADPOLE. 

“When our folks lived in caves and fought with primitive 
weapons,” Mr. Shaver explains, “they used 4 straight overhand 
right to throw their rocks and javelins. The left was used to 
carry a Shield, or to uppercut the enemy with a short stone knife. 

“‘As weapons of warfare gave way to implements of 
play,”” went on Mr. Shaver, who has been reading and 
thinking a lot, “the muscular development of the right 
arm and shoulder was found suitable to the overhand 
motion and the left to the underhand or sidearm motion. 

“And now if you think a left-handed ‘irst baseman could 
make good as a catcher just try playing second base and let him 
throw one down to you to catch a man stealing. It will curve 
a mile.”’

business recovery, investors show little 
disposition to buy anything but gilt- 
edged issues in the listed bond market. 
The movement of fixed income 
securities on the New York Stock Ex- 
change last week swerved to bring out 
the market preference displayed for 
long term investments of only the very 
highest type. After the marked 
strength and increased activity with 
which the bond market opened the 
month the dealings last week suffered 
by comparison, although improvement 
in standard rail and utility issues con- 
tinued qujetly in a thin market. 


With the demand centered in this 
class of bonds, the supply available 
at present levels, which are close to 
the highest of the year appeared to be 
slim. Banks, insurance companies 
and and other corporations, which are 
doing most of the buying, are reluc- 
tant to indulge in brisk bidding as 
prime investment issues have shown 
a quick response to even nominal ac- 
cumulation. : 

The demand for gilt-edged bonds is 
ascribed te wariness on the part of 
banks and other institutions which 
seem to feel that the extreme ease 
of money has about run its course, 
and that firmer credit will be effected 
by the usual season... demand for 
credit and currency to finance crops 
and autumn business. Others point 
out, however, that the present cost 
of money is almost unprecedented, 
and that even with some slight up- 
ward revisions, interest rates would 
still be easy, and sufficient to sustain 
a good bond market. 

The reluctance in banking circles 
to increase the volume of bonds in 
portfolios. at a more rapid rate is 
predicated on a desire to maintain 
a good part of their surplus funds in 
liquid form to take care of demands 
from other sources when the upturn 
in business becomes firmly estab- 
lished. Short term obligations still 
have the call over long term invest- 
ments which might have to be sold 
at a concession to convert into cash. 

Money rates were little changed 
from a week ago. Time money rates 
showed a firmer tone, with slight ad- 
vances for long periods but*call money 
shifted from 2 to 2 1-2 per cent. 

Despite that fact, the volume of 
trading wa more reminiscent of sum- 
mer days when conditions were far 
less encouraging. Secondary and 
speculative issues continue to give a 
ragged performance, and the desultory 
movemené is accentuated at times by 
profit-taking in the better grade 
issues, 

A strong stock market turns the 
spotlight on convertible bonds which 
are extremely sensitive to the move- 
ment of equity issues and the past 
week was no excéption. On at least 
one occasion the trading in converti- 
bles provided the only life enjoyed 
by the bond market. 

A quiet constructive’ trend was 
maintained by the popular foreign 
bonds and to this group was added 
the Austrian 7 per cent lo@m of 1930. 
The $25,000,000 American portion of 
the $55,000,000 issue was reported to 
have received a less cordial reception 
than the Jarge German 5 1-2 per cent 
loan but was oversubscribed here in 
contrast with the reception given it 
in London Where a large portion-was 
left. in the hands of underwriters.

NEW ORLEANS COTTON 


PASSES DULLEST WEEK 


NEW ORLEANS, July 20.—(>)— 
The past week in cotton has probably 
been the dullest of the season in so 
far as volume of trade is concerned, 
but fluctuations have been fairly wide 
and the price trend was upward. Final 
prices for October which were the 
highest of the week show net gains 
of 48 points or approximately two 
doHars and a half a bale. 


The lowest prices of the week were 
reached on Monday owing to benefi- 
cial rains in the eastern belt which 
traders hoped would extend to the 
central belt where moisture was bad- 
ly needed. When it was seen that 
the rains did not reach the central 
belt and particularly after the week- 
ly weather and crop: summary ad- 
mitted some deterioration from drouth 
and heat, prices improved and as the 
droughty conditions continued for the 
rest of the week, eg steadily im- 
proved, reaching the high points of 
the week during the short week-end 
session on Saturday. 

While it cannot be said that a 

veritable crop scare has set in it 
would not take many days more with- 
out rain in the valley states and in 
western Texas and Oklahoma to start 
such a scare. As there is believed to 
be a considerable short interest in 
the market and contracts are scarce 
a crop scare would inevitably lead to 
a further spurt in prices, 
_ There was more or less trade buy- 
ing and price fixing during the week, 
but not much speculative trading out- 
side of scalping operations. ‘There 
have been some offerings of new crop 
cotton and domestic mills show more 
disposition to buy.- The export de- 
mand has shown no signs of reviving 
as yet, however. although there have 
been some inquiries for forward de- 
livery.

COLORED COTTON GOODS 


SALES SHOW DECREASE 


NEW YORK, July 20.—Sales for 
the week are just about in line with 
those of last week’ but the demand is 
far more. general and covers practical- 
ly all lines. The recent revision in 
colored goods prices has stimulated a 
good demand and sales are the largest 
that they have been for any week 
since the early part of April. The de- 
mand that is coming in today clear- 
ly shows the very low stocks, and or- 
ders are for goods which are urgent- 
ly required for current needs. 

There is more firmness to print 
cloth prices and several constructions 
lave been advanced during the week, 
although some buyers are bidding 
current prices for deliveries as late as 
September and October, but these or- 
ders have generally been declined as 
the mills are only interested in sell- 
ing spot or nearby goods at this time. 

Ve are now approaching the fall 
season when more merchandise in 
general is consumed, such as is need- 
ed for clothing, household furnishings. 
etc., and it is our opinion that com- 
mitments are at the lowest point 
reached in many years. The atti- 
tude of buyers generally is more op- 
timistic and, with inventories just 
completed and the better part of the 
business year yet to come, there is 
sound reason for the belief that busi- 
ness will show improvement from now 


on. 
the 


Further information confirms 
Opinion which we have had for some 
time that the actual consumption of 
cotton goods has exceeded production 
during the past ten yeard, 
ing this statement, however, we ad- 
mit that there are a few  construe- 
tions that are out of balance, such 
as ginghams. Naturally the excess in 
consumption has been supplied by the 
reduetion of inventories, beginning 
with the retailer and going back to 
the jobber, cutter and converter. In 
such a calculation, too, we must take 
into consideration the decided better- 
ment in transportation, for freight 
moves today in approximately half the 
time that it did a few years ago. 
While it is true that mill inventories 
have increased somewhat during the 
last few years, the increase in yard- 
age has been nothing compared with 
the decrease in yardage carried by the 
various distributors. Our information 
shows conclusively that the reduction 
in inventory in the various distribu- 
tors’ hands has run into many hun- 
dreds of millions of yards. 

Recent figures indicate that the
